placed  one  or  more  gratis  roots.  Apparently  these  gratis 
roots  are  so  welcome  that  my  customers  do  not  object 
to  the  paying  of  the  postal  charges. 


PARCEL  POST 

Here  is  the  scale  of  parcel  post  prices  on  packages  this  year. 
The  charges  on  one  division  of  any  size  (or  root  of  any  size) 
will  be  100.  The  charges  on  two  roots  or  divisions  will  be  120, 
on  three  roots  or  divisions  140,  on  four  roots  or  divisions  160, 
and  one  cent  for  each  additional  root  or  division. 


These  charges  may  appear  too  large  in  the  first,  sec¬ 
ond,  and  possibly  third  zones,  but  customers  living  farther 
away  will  probably  notice  that  on  some  packages  the 
charges  were  higher  than  the  amounts  noted  here.  We 
will  place  an  additional  division  or  two  in  each  package 
to  equalize  postage  and  packing  charges.

Of  some  varieties,  I  have  a  limited  number  of  roots. 
If  I  cannot  supply  any  variety  you  order,  I  will  return 
your  money  for  that  variety.

Size  of  Roots 


I  am  very  proud  of  my  5  eye  divisions,  and  I 
would  of  course  rather  sell  large  roots  than 
smaller  ones.  Larger  roots  carry  more  moisture 
and  they  should,  and  they  usually  do  make  better 
plants  the  first  year. 

For  all  peony  lovers  who  do  not  need  to  econo¬ 
mize,  I  unhesitatingly  recommend  the  Bonnewitz 
5  eye  divisions. 

However,  I  get  a  thrill  in  selling  small  divi¬ 
sions  of  the  best  peonies  to  persons  who  cannot 
afford  to  buy  large  divisions.  When  they  write 
me  letters  tellings  me  of  the  success  they  have 
made  with  the  carefully  watered  small  divisions, 
I  get  another  thrill,  for  they  nearly  always  give 
me  a  very  generous,  “thank  you.” 

Where  a  3  to  5  eye  division  is  mentioned  it 
means  that  I  am  temporarily  procuring  that 
particular  variety  from  another  grower  and  that 
I  can  only  send  to  you  the  size  root  he  furnishes 
me. 


Single  Varieties 

Scientists  tell  us  that  the  first  peony  in  this  world 
was  a  single  or  simple  one  with  only  one  row  of  petals 
and  of  only  one  color,  white.  These  same  scientists 
tell  us  that  all  of  the  beautiful  single  varieties,  pink, 
white,  and  red;  all  of  the  Japanese  varieties  with  one, 
two  or  more  rows  of  white,  pink,  and  red  petals  with 
their  golden  decorated  central  staminodes  and  petal- 
oids;  and  also  all  the  massive  white,  pink,  and  red 
double  peonies  in  the  world  have  decended  from  that 
very  modest,  medium  size,  white,  single  peony  of  cen¬ 
turies  and  possibly  millenniums  ago.  Single  varieties 
came  first  in  history  and  so  I  place  them  first  in  this 
catalogue.

How  I  Became  Deeply  Interested 

In  Peonies 

I  joined  the  American  Peony  Society  in  1916,  so  that 
I  might  exhibit  Jubilee,  which  I  believed  to  be  the  most 
beautiful  Peony  in  the  World.  It  won  a  prize  at  the 
National  Peony  Show  in  New  York,  and  on  my  home¬ 
ward  journey  I  wrote  a  letter  (which  could  have  been 
mailed  to  my  best  friend),  describing  the  Peony  Show 
and  telling  whom  I  had  met  and  what  varieties  were 
prize  winners. 

But  instead  of  mailing  it  to  my  friend,  I  took  it  to 
my  printer  and  had  him  print  enough  copies  of  it  so 
that  I  could  mail  one  to  each  member  of  the  American 
Peony  Society. 

The  next  year  I  took  Jubilee  to  the  National  Show, 
which  was  held  in  Philadelphia  and  it  won  the  first  prize 
for  the  six  best  blooms  in  the  Show. 

This  time  I  sent  a  12  page  booklet  to  each  of  the 
members  of  the  Society  and  had  it  illustrated  with  the 
winning  blooms. 

The  1918  Peony  Show  was  held  in  Cleveland,  and  this 
time  I  sent  a  much  larger  booklet  with  still  more  in¬ 
formation  about  the  show,  the  winning  varieties,  and 
the  friends  I  had  made. 

The  following  year,  Michigan  invited  us  to  hold  our 
Show  in  Detroit,  and  this  time  I  sent  out  more  booklets 
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than  ever  before,  because  the  Peony  Society  was 
growing. 

The  1920  Show  was  held  in  Reading,  Pa.,  and  again 
an  illustrated  booklet  was  sent  to  every  member  of  the 
Society  in  which  I  told  them  I  would  begin  selling 
Peonies  from  my  own  garden. 

And  so  about  July  1,  1920,  twenty-one  years  ago,  I 
sent  out  my  first  Peony  price  list.  It  was  a  little  4  page 
folder  414  inch  by  5V2  inch,  and  it  was  sent  to  every 
one  of  the  members  of  the  Society  who  had  been  re¬ 
ceiving  my  folders  and  booklets. 

Some  of  them  must  have  been  interested  in  the  book¬ 
lets  I  had  been  sending  them,  for  they  gave  me  a  surprise 
the  very  first  week. 

Here  is  what  happened  that  first  week,  July  5th  to 
10th,  1920.  Many  of  them  sent  me  Mail  Orders,  and  I 
hope  you  will  be  interested  in  knowing  the  varieties 
they  selected  and  the  prices  they  paid  for  them.  I  think 
it  is  an  interesting  list.

There  were  18  customers  during  that  first  week,  many 
of  whom  are  still  living.  Mr.  E.  M.  Garrison,  who  is  now 
manager  of  the  Davis  Peony  Farm  at  Quinton,  N.  J.,  was 
the  first  purchaser,  one  root  of  Mrs.  Edward  Harding 
for  $100.00. 

Mr.  A.  B.  Franklin,  owner  of  the  Franklin  Nursery 
in  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  was  the  largest  purchaser 
of  the  week.  He  bought  14  varieties  ranging  in  price 
from  $5.00  to  $25.00,  and  on  up  to  $50.00,  and  $100.00, 
making  a  total  of  $350.00. 

There  were  a  total  of  64  Peonies  none  of  which  sold 
for  less  than  $5.00.  You  will  notice  that  Mrs.  Edward 
Harding  at  $100.00  lead  the  list,  followed  by  Mary 
Woodbury  Shaylor  at  $50.00,  and  Kelway’s  Glorious  at 
$40.00.  There  were  4  varieties  at  $25.00  each,  Jubilee,  Le 
Cygne,  Cherry  Hill  and  Standard  Bearer. 

I  hope  you  will  notice  the  list  on  page  28  of  over  90 
new  varieties  now  growing  in  my  garden,  some  of  which 
I  hope  to  offer  in  both  large  and  small  divisions 
next  year. 
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Aunt  Mary 's  Sweet  Corn  Seed 


This  1941  season  on  Aunt  Mary’s  Sweet  Corn  Seed 
is  the  first  one  in  which  I  have  made  a  profit.  In  all 
five  of  the  preceding  seasons  I  spent  more  money  in 
advertising  Aunt  Mary’s  Sweet  Corn  that  I  received 
from  my  sales.  This  year,  however,  my  daughter,  my 
sister,  and  my  banker,  all  insisted  that  I  must  cut  out 
all  my  advertising,  which  I  did.  As  a  result  my  sales 
of  14  pound,  V2  pound  and  1  pound  bags  of  seed  have 
decreased,  but  my  wholesale  business  in  5  pound,  10 
pound,  15  pound,  20  pound  and  25  pound  bags  with 
Market  Gardeners  has  increased  enough  to  make  up  for 
the  decrease  in  retail  sales.  The  money  saved  in  my 
advertising  account  produced  a  nice  little  profit. 

I  hope  all  my  friends  will  notice  that  the  increase 
in  the  wholesale  business  was  all  produced  by  individ¬ 
ual  market  gardeners  telling  or  writing  other  individual 
market  gardeners,  that  more  money  could  be  made  on 
green  ears  of  Aunt  Mary’s  Sweet  Corn  than  could  be 
made  on  other  varieties.  I  am  counting  upon  more  and 
more  enthusiasm  each  year  from  the  market  gardeners. 

Now  if  you,  Reader,  would  like  to  be  able  to  purchase 
in  season  for  your  own  table,  green  ears  of  what  I 
believe  to  be  the  best  sweet  corn  in  the  world,  just 
show  this  article  to  your  own  home  town  gardener, 
and  also  send  me  his  name  and  address.

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Peony  Planting 

September  is  considered  the  best 
month  in  which  to  plant  Peonies  be¬ 
cause  they  can  usually  make  enough 
root  growth  to  hold  them  in  the  ground 
during  the  winter.  However,  they  can 
be  planted  during  October,  November, 
and  in  December  until  the  ground 
freezes. 

Late  planted  peonies  need  a  deeper 
covering  of  straw  than  those  planted 
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
